RETAIL TRADE IN AUGUST 


COMPARISON OF 


In econtimuation of the statistics relating to reta‘l 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 221 a table showing the relation of sales in 
August 1940 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1939. Index numbers showing the relation of certain 
sales in August 1940 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. Figures are also given 
comparing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this 
information being supplied by a smaller number of 
concerns. 


A faet which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the small indi- 
vidual retailer. 


ADJUSTING NON-COMPARABLE 
FIGURES 


METHOD OF 


Retailers use a considerable variety+ of accounting 
periods, and the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1989 and 1940 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals: Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the: 1939 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1940 so far as length of period is concerned. The 
number of selling days in the calendar month of August 
was one greater in 1940 than in 1939 owing to the 
cancellation of Bank holiday, and accordingly correc- 
tions for differences in length of period were necessary 
on a large proportion of the schedules.

TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
far as possible, only to trade of branches or departments 
which have been established for a year at least and 
which were, therefore, actually in operation in the two 
months for which the return is made. The object of 
this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which are 
not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not only 
for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be: seriously affected, but as the 
first comparison will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. In present conditions, concerns operating groups 
of shops have in some cases concentrated their business 
in certain branches and closed others, especially in 
areas from which population is shifting. Such a change 
of practice may introduce an upward bias into the 
monthly comparisons with trade in the previous year, 
but in cases where the records of the closed branches 
have been amalgamated with those of the branches 
still open the bias would be in the opposite direction, 
since it is unlikely that the whole of the business of 
a closed branch would be transferred to branches still 
open or to other reporting concerns.

SALES 
CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


August.—Fresh difficulties have recently been en- 
countered, both by retailers and by trade associations 
responsible for issuing blank schedules to their mem- 
bers, so that the sample available for analysis in 
August was somewhat smaller than hitherto. The boot 
and shoe category was particularly affected in all dis- 
tricts, and so were all categories in the two London 
areas. It should also be remembered that sales in 
August 1989 were affected by the imminence of war, 
so that the comparison is with a somewhat disturbed 
period. 


The money value of daily sales reported for August 
was 10°8 per cent. higher in 1940 than in 1939. This 
is the largest increase recorded since March, and is the

more noteworthy because sales in August 1939 were 
high relatively to those of the preceding months, and 
the absence of a Bank holiday this year might have 
been expected to depress the daily average of sales. 
The various districts were again differentiated, as in 
earlier months, by population movements, the effect of 
migration from the South of England being clearly 
apparent. Central and West End London alone re- 
ported a decrease in sales, 4°9 per cent., and increases 
in the South of England and in Suburban London, 5-1 
per cent. and 17-0 per cent., respectively, were smaller 
than those experienced in the four remaining districts. 
These ranged from 21-2 per cent. in Scotland to 263 
per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales, in which 
area sales were abnormally high in August 1939. Sales 
which it was not possible to allocate to any district 
declined by 162 per cent. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to 
roughly 62} per cent. of the total value reported in 
August, advanced by 5-4 per cent. The district figures 
recorded were all higher than the average except in 
Central and West End London, where the sample is 
relatively small. The offsetting factor was the un- 
allocated sales of food and perishables, which were 
large in amount and which declined by 18-5 per cent. 
The greatest rise for sales allocated to districts was 
20-0 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. 


Sales of other merchandise, which had shown small 
decreases in both June and July, despite higher prices, 
were 21-0 per cent. greater in August than a year ago. 
This contrast cannot be explained in terms of price 
movements, as the twelve months’ advance in prices 
between August 1939 and August 1940 was not 
markedly different from the corresponding advance to 
June or July. The explanation seems to be largely 
that the usual seasonal movement in sales reported 
for this division has been greatly upset by war condi- 
tions, including the absence of normal holiday-making. 
The index numbers of sales, discussed below, show that 
the actual volume of business was lower in August 
than in July; June and July had been unusually low 
relatively to the earlier months of this year, and 
August has not shown the usual sharp fall. In com- 
parison with a year ago, all the districts except the 
South of England recorded much larger increaseg (or, 
in the case of Central and West End London, a much 
smaller decrease) for August than for the trading year 
to date. Apart from Central and West End London 
and the South of England, daily sales in all districts 
were at least 25 per cent. higher in value than a year 
earlier. Sales in the Midlands and South Wales, 
which rose by 21-8 per cent. in August 19389, advanced 
by a further 38'7 per cent. in August 1940, this district 
having led the increases at both dates. Every main 
category of non-food merchandise showed higher sales 
than a year ago for the country as a whole, and, apart 
from fancy goods, these increases were substantially 
greater in August than for the trading year. The in- 
creases for fancy goods and for sports and travel! goods 
were slight, 2°8 and 1-1 per cent., respectively, but 
others ranged from 13-4 per cent. for hardware to 38-0 
per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated goods. 
Purchases of coal again account for a substantial pro- 
portion of the increase in the last-named category. 
Apparel sales were all above the average for the non- 
food merchandise division, and the dress materials 
section of piece-goods advanced by as much as 64-2 
per cent., sales both in the Midlands and South Wales

and in the North-East being nearly twice as high as 
in August 1939. 


February-August.—Total sales for the first seven 
months of the trading year were 59 per cent. above 
those for the ecrresponding period of 1939. The only 
district decrease (20°2 per cent.) was in Central and 
West End London; in areas other than London and 
the South of England the increases varied only from 
11-2 to 12-9 per cent. Sales of food and perishables 
rose by 6:3 per cent. and those of other merchandise 
by the similar amount of 5:4 per cent. In each divi- 
sion the only decrease was in Central and West End 
London. The range of increases elsewhere was con- 
siderably wider for non-food merchandise than for food 
and perishables, varying from 23 per cent. in 
Suburban London to 16:1 per cent. in the Midlands 
and South Wales. Of the nine main categories of this 
division, the only ones showing declines were sports 
and travel goods (6-6 per cent.) and furnishing depart- 
ments (53 per cent.); the largest increases were 12-4 
per cent. for boots and shoes and 15:2 per cent. for 
miscellaneous and unallocated goods.

AVERAGE DaILy SALES IN 1937 = 100 


Normally a marked seasonal fall in non-food meyr- 
chandise takes place in all districts in August, so that 
the index of total sales is much lower than in July. 
For the country as a whole the seasonal trend was 
apparent this year, but was very much less marked 
than usual, the index falling only from 113 in July 
to 104 in August. There were small advances in the 
Midlands and South Wales (124 to 126) and in the 
South of England (115 to 116) and rather larger de- 
creases in the other districts, particularly in Central 
and West End London, where seasonal movements are 
usually more pronounced than elsewhere. Food gales 
dropped from 118 in July to 108 in August. Those 
allocated to districts were unchanged from July in 
both the Midlands and South Wales and in the South 
of England, and elsewhere showed decreases of under 
14 per cent., apart from Central and West End Lon- 
don (25 per cent.). Other merchandise fell from 106 
to 101 for the country as a whole, the only substantia! 
movements being falls for Central and West End 
London (26 per cent.) and the North-West (6 per 
cent.). Apparel sales as a whole fell from 107 to 102, 
but there were advances in Suburban London (89 to 
91) and the South of England (108 to 115). The tota! 
movement for household goods (97 to 91) was not dis- 
similar. There was a substantial advance (126 to 143 
in Scotland, and considerable declines in all other 
districts except the South of England and Central and 
West End London. 


STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at cost was 41-9 per cent. 
higher at the end of August than a year earlier. This 
is the first time since the outbreak of war that the 
percentage increase has been smaller than that for th: 
previous month, the figure for July being 45-2 per cent. 
For food and perishables the increases were 61:4 per 
cent. for July and 60-4 per cent. for August, but non- 
food merchandise showed a bigger change, from 43:6

Food and Tobacco.—ach of the three food groups 
showed a rise in September as compared with August, 
the largest (nearly 4 per cent.) being in respect of the 
other food and tobacco group. The outstanding in- 
crease in this group was for onions (84 per cent, on 
average), which recorded an abnormal rise in the last 
week of August and continued to become dearer during 
September. Tomatoes, which normally show a seasonal 
fall in price at this time, were nearly 13 per cent. 
dearer. Average prices of sugar and imported cheese 
rose by about 10 per cent. on the month, following the 
Control Orders which became effective on 26 August 
and 2 September, respectively; coffee was about 74 per 
cent. and bananas 8 per cent. dearer. Though prices 
of apples rose during September, the average for the 
month was 20 per cent. below that for August owing 
to the heavy seasonal fall in that month; oranges were 
about 7 per cent. cheaper following the new Control 
Order introduced on 9 September. The increase of 
about 24 per cent. shown by the cereals group was due 
to higher seasonal prices for barley (54 to 74 per cent.) 
and an increase of about 8 per cent. for oatmeal, the 
latter resulting from a sharp rise in mid-August. 
The aggregate increase of 2 per cent. in the meat, 
fish and eggs group was wholly attributable to a 
seasonal increase of 13 per cent. in the price of eggs 
and an average rise of 16 per cent. for wet fish. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The largest 
increase in September, as in August, was in respect of 
the cotton group (24 per cent.), mainly due to rises of 
5 and 6 per cent., respectively, for American and 
Egyptian raw cotton. Yarns were about 3 per cent. 
dearer, and there were small increases for cotton cloth. 
The wool group showed an increase of about 4 per 
cent., the price of tops being raised by about 6 per 
cent. as from the middle of the month, while botany 
yarn was on the average about 34 per cent. cheaper. 
Among other textiles, prices of artificial silk were 
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advanced by about 5 to 7} per cent. at the beginning of 
September, hemp was about 5 per cent. dearer, while 
jute prices averaged 114 per cent. lower than those for 
August. Coal prices showed no appreciable change, 
and in the metal groups the only changes were reduc- 
tions for tinplates (5 per cent.) and tin (4 per cent.), 
and an increase of 74 per cent. for imported iron ore, 
these being the only commodities for which changes 
(of a similar nature) were recorded in August. Among 
chemicals and oils the principal changes were the 
increases on 24 September for motor spirit, ld. per 
gallon (5 per cent.); burning oil, 4d. per gallon (5 per 
cent.); and fuel oil, $d. per gallon (34 per cent.). The 
fall of 34 per cent. shown by the miscellaneous group 
was mainly due to the price reductions for native hides 
prescribed by the Order as from 9 September, which 
were equivalent to about 40 per cent. Pressed bricks 
were about 3 per cent. dearer and rubber 64 per dent. 
cheaper.

DEFENCE (FINANCE) REGULATIONS 
PAYMENTS ARRANGEMENTS WITH BOLIVIA 


The Treasury announce that two further Orders have 
been made under the Defence (Finance) Regulations, 
1939, and came into force on 7 October. These are the 
Regulation of Payments (General Exemptions) 
(Amendment) (No. 4) Order, 1940, and the Regulation 
of Payments (Bolivia) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, 
Nos, 1778 and 1779, price 1d. each). 

They give effect to arrangements which have been 
made with the Bolivian authorities for regulating pay- 
ments between the United Kingdom and Bolivia. 
Henceforward payments to persons resident in Bolivia 
from persons resident in the United Kingdom may 
only be made in sterling to a Bolivian special account 
with a United Kingdom bank, registered as such by 
the Bank of England, except that special arrangements 
have been made for the payment of certain limited 
types of income into Bolivian sterling area accounts. 

These are accounts with United Kingdom banks 
registered at the Bank of England, which individuals 
resident in Bolivia are permitted in given circum- 
stances to maintain for the purpose of meeting certain 
kinds of personal expenditure. 

All exports from the United Kingdom to Bolivia 
must be paid for in sterling from a Bolivian special 
account.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


WAR EMERGENCY STANDARD FOR 
ALUMINIUM BARS CONTAINING SMALL 
PROPORTIONS OF COPPER 


A War Emergency Standard, B.S. 918-1940, has 
just been issued for aluminium bars containing small 
proportions of copper. This material formed the sub- 
ject of a specification in the aircraft series No. L. 34; 
this hag now been withdrawn and will be replaced by 
the War Emergency Standard which has been ex- 
tended in its scope to apply to all branches of 
engineering. 

It is realised that there are still certain problems 
associated with the development of this material, and 
for this reason the specification has been included in 
the War Emergency Series. It will be the subject of 
review and modification after the end of the war.

SCREW THREADS (WAR EMERGENCY 
REVISION) 


The British Standards Institution has for some time 
been engaged in the revision of the British Standard 
No. 93-1919 for B.A. screw threads. 


It is now considered, however, that during the 
national emergency the issue of the revised specifica- 
tion would only tend to confuse industry, and it has 
accordingly been decided that for the present the com- 
plete revision of B.S. 93 shall be placed in abeyance. 


Increased Tolerance on Minor (Core) Diameter of B.A. 
Nuts.—One feature of the proposed revision of B.S. 93, 
namely, a considerable increase in the tolerance allowed on 
the minor (core) diameters of nuts and internal threads, 
would, however, so facilitate production that it has been 
considered desirable to make provision for it by the issue 
of the war emergency revision set out below. 





The tolerances now recognised for the minor diameters 
are equal to 0-35 times the pitch, and are given, together 
with the limits, in a table. These minor diameter 
tolerances are such as to permit of a tapping drill being 
used of ample size to prevent binding at the root of the 
tap. It will be understood that if full advantage is taken 
of these generous tolerances on the minor diameters of 
internal threads, the crests of such threads will be flat. 


This follows both general engineering practice and that 
of certain firms who use a modified form of thread with flat 
crests with the object of providing ample clearance at the 
crests and roots of their mating threads. 


Gauges for B.A. Nuts and Tapped Holes.—It is recom- 
wended that B.A. nuts and tapped holes made to these 
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increased tolerances on the minor diameter should be con- 
trolled with ‘‘ not go’’ effective screw gauges as well as 
‘‘not go’’ plain plugs for the minor diameter and full 
form ‘‘ go’’ plug screw gauges.

SCREW THREAD GAUGE TOLERANCES 


In the Foreword to the recently published British 
Standard 84-1940, ‘‘ Screw Threads of Whitworth 
Form,’’ the hope was expressed that this specification 
would be followed by a supplementary specification 
giving tolerances for gauges suitable for controlling 
such screw threads. The British Standards Institution 
has recently prepared a War Emergency Specification 
for Screw Thread Gauge Tolerances B.S. 919 in col- 
laboration with the Ministry of Supply and in co- 
operation with the National Physical Laboratory and 
the principal gauge manufacturers. This specification 
relates solely to the tolerances on the gauges and does 
not deal with the design or dimensions of the gauges 
themselves, in regard to which a further specification is 
in course of preparation. 

The principal object underlying the preparation of this 
War Emergency Specification has been to make some 
adjustment of the well-known tables published by the 
National Physical Laboratory. Some extra latitude is 
allowed in the tolerances on the gauges, which will tend to 
facilitate gauge manufacture, while at the same time the 
gauge manufacturers will be enabled to keep the simple 
effective diameter high and thus increase the useful life of 
the gauges. 

This adjustment applies to the Go-Plug Screw Gauges. 
No alterations are being proposed in regard to the toler- 
ances for Go-Ring Screw Gauges as given in the National 
Physical Laboratory tables, and these latter tables are 
reproduced unaltered. 

This new British Standard gives the appropriate toler- 
ances for plug, ring and calliper gauges for threads of 
Whitworth and metric form in diameters up to 6 inches, 
and for B.A. threads down to No. 7. An appendix to the 
specification includes some notes regarding the effective 
diameter equivalents of pitch and angle errors.

‘ BRITAIN DELIVERS THE GOODS ” 


The following is the text of a second letter on the above 
subject sent by the Chairman of the Scottish Woollen 
Export Council, Mr. W. Thow Munro, C.B.E., to the 
leading Scottish Press :— 

A few weeks ago you were good enough to print a letter 
with reference to the above title. May I say that this move- 
ment, so far, has been wonderfully successful, but more can 
yet be done. The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’* were good 
enough to publish my letter to you in toto, and this brought 
immediate response from many firms in all types of industry 
from all over the country. Those in close touch with the 
export trade are of the opinion that this campaign, carried to 
its finality, will be of great help to the British export trade, 
but it has been pointed out by many correspondents that it 
should. not be cuilinad to oversea business, but that it would be 
good propagands at home. 

It must be remembered, particularly in the Americas, that 
the phrase ‘‘ Britain delivers the goods’’ has a wider implica- 
tion than merely the delivery of a package of merchandise. 
For example, if a headline appeared in an American paper to 
the effect that the R.A.F. had dropped 20 tons of bombs on 
Boulogne, I feel quite certain that the reaction, with a very 
large percentage of the American population, would be ex- 
pressed by the phrase ‘‘ That’s the Goods! ”’ 

In connection with home business, it has been pointed out 
by many correspondents that it would be of great advantage 
if one or other of the labels were attached to all parcels, the 
argument being that anyone, either passing along the street or 
standing in a station, seeing a truckload of parcels all labelled 
with the labels prepared, firstly, would be pleased to see the 
Union Jack, and, secondly, would have the fact forcibly brought 
to his mind that British producers actually were producing the 
goods, in spite of to-day’s difficulties. 

It may interest the public to know that, in & very short time, 
we will have a supply of labels of different sizes and forms in 
the following languages :— 

Spanish, Portuguese, French, Icelandic, Chinese, Turkish, 
Malayan, Japanese, Hindustani, Greek and Arabic and full 
particulars can be obtained from the office of the Scottish 
Woollen Export Council, 22, Ainslie Place, Edinburgh, 3. 

It is hoped that all members of the trading community will 
do what they can to help forward this campaign.

FOREIGN 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


The fortnightly cable received by the London Office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that the 
steady advance in business activity has continued. The 
seasonally adjusted index of the ‘‘ New York Times ’’ for 
the week ended 21 September was 108-5 per cent. of the 
estimated normal (the highest in three years), as against 
107-2 the preceding week and 101-1 a year ago. The un- 
adjusted index of the ‘‘ Journal of Commerce ” for the 
same period was 114-1 per cent. of the 1927-29 average, as 
compared with 111-9 the preceding week and 1046 a 
year ago. 

Railway freight loading in the week ended 21 September 
totalled 813,329 cars, being a new high for the year to date 
and 1-1 per cent. above the preceding week and fraction- 
ally above a year ago. 

Electric power production for the same period was slightly 
below the preceding week but 7-3 per cent. above a year 
ago. The similar increase a week earlier was 7-9 per cent. 

Bank debits for the week ended 25 September were 3 per 
cent. above those of a year ago; the total for 13 weeks 
ended that date was 1 per cent. below those of the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

Department store sales in the week ended 21 September 
were 10 per cent. higher than a year earlier, while there 
was the same percentage increase for the preceding week 
and for the four weeks ended at that date. Business 
failures in the week ended 26 September numbered 256, as 
against 216 in the preceding week and 264 a year ago; the 
total for the year to date is 7 per cent. lower than a 
year ago. 

Steel production in the week ended 28 September was 
scheduled at 92-6 per cent. of capacity, as compared with 
92-5 for the previous week and 87-5 a year ago. Auto- 
mobile production in the week ended 28 September aggre- 
gated 95,990 units, as against 78,820 the preceding week 
and 64,365 a year ago. 

Cotton mill activity increased less than seasonally in the 
week ended 21 September. The ‘‘ New York Times” 
adjusted index was 137-5 per cent. of the estimated normal, 
as compared with 140-2 for the preceding week and 132-6 
a year ago. 

Bituminous coal production in the same period averaged 
1,546,000 tons daily, as against 1,517,000 tons in the pre- 
ceding week and 1,533,000 tons a year earlier, while crude 
oil production averaged 3,621,050 barrels daily, or 26,350 
barrels below the preceding week and slightly below esti- 
mated requirements. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended 28 September was 82-1, as com- 
pared with 81-9 a week earlier and 81-8 a fortnight before. 

Member bank reserves rose 79 million dollars in the week 
ended 25 September, with an increase of 73 million dols. in 
monetary gold stocks. The excess reserves at that date 
were estimated at 6,650 million dols.

The value for duty shall in no case be less than the fair 
market value as sold for home consumption, nor less than 
the actual cost of production plus a reasonable advance 
for selling cost and profit, at the time and place of shipment 
direct to Canada. 

The provisions of Section 6 of the Customs Tariff Act 
will apply, and bedspreads and counterpanes of artificial 
silk and cotton, shipped on consignment without sale prior 
to shipment, shall be subject to the same special duty as 
if they had been sold prior to shipment.

FACILITIES OFFERED TO UNITED KINGDOM 
TRADERS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the, Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercia! 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information i 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries # 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise inform 
tion required.
